With  dust  still  in  the  air 
from  the  attack,  it  becomes  in- 
creasingly clear  that  we  are  a 
people  of  great  compassion 
and  tenacity.

As  the  reality 
of  this  ruthless  act  takes  root 
and  we  inch  forward  into  un- 
charted waters,  our  bond  to 
each  other  becomes  ever 
stronger.  This  act  doesn't  rep- 
resent a  victory  for  terror,  even 
from  the  most  warped  perspec- 
tive. Democracy  and  capital- 
ism survive  and  we  resolutely 
"hold  certain  truths  to  be  self 
evident."  There  has  been  loss 
of  life  which  is  tragic.  But  as 
the  smoke  clears,  one  can't 
help  but  be  emboldened  by  the 
unity  this  incident  has  inspired. 
Once  again,  "in  the  dawns 
early  light... our  flag  is  still..." 
here.*

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A  Take  on 
Education 

Education  is  valuable 
because  it  liberates  us  from  the 
cave,  or  so  it  should.  Plato  is 
famous  for  a  story  called  the 
Allegory  of  the  Cave:  in  the 
cave  prisoners  are  chained  and 
confined  to  watching  shadows 
on  the  wall  projected  by  those 
who  carry  images  of  various 
animals,  trees,  etc..  The  prison- 
ers have  never  left  the  cave 
and  the  shadows  are  all  they 
know.  Suddenly  a  prisoner 
breaks  free  (arguably  liberated 
by  an  educator)  and  realizes 
that  the  shadows  he  saw  on 
the  wall  were  merely  images  of 
reality  and  not  reality  itself.  Ex- 
ploring the  world  outside  of  the 
cave  brings  on  the  insight  that 
his  former  view  of  reality  was 
based  on  a  series  of  false  im- 
ages. 

Living  in  the  world  out- 
side of  the  cave  was  more  ex- 
citing and  vibrant  than  viewing 
images  of  living  on  the  wall. 
When  the  escaped  prisoner  re- 
turns from  the  outside  world,  he 
is  met  with  scorn  from  his 
friends  who  are  still  in  chains. 
They  are  reluctant  to  believe 
that  the  shadows  are  illusions 
and  want  nothing  to  do  with  the 
escapee  or  his  tales  of  alter- 
nate realities  outside  of  the 
cave.  In  the  last  section  of  the 
story  the  prisoners  threaten  to 


kill  the  escaped  prisoner  if  he 
tries  to  free  and  drag  him  out- 
side. 

Plato  uses  the  story  to 
discuss  the  value  of  education 
and  the  virtues  of  wisdom.  Yet, 
underneath  he  acknowledges 
that  those  who  manage  to  es- 
cape the  cave  may  be  met  with 
scorn  by  friends  who  reject  the 
adventure  out  of  hand.  I  think 
the  allegory  has  value  for  per- 
sons making  major  life  changes 
by  returning  to  college  after  an 
extended  period  of  time  away 
from  school.  In  short,  leaving 
the  cave  is  a  daunting  adven- 
ture as  is  returning  to  college. 
Friends  and  family  may  react  in 
negative  ways  when  we  an- 
nounce our  intention  to  pursue 
something  new.  However,  in 
the  long  run,  Plato  argues  that 
those  who  return  to  the  cave 
are  the  persons  who  will  free  a 
prisoner  from  a  subsequent 
generation.  Leaving  the  cave 
as  a  parallel  to  opening  up  pos- 
sibilities through  education  is 
an  excellent  metaphor  for  the 
changes  and  transitions  that 
will  happen  as  you  progress 
through  your  degree  program 
here  at  Clarion.  Enjoy  the  ad- 
venture!

Financial  Aid  Fact 

Did  you  know  ....that  if 
you  pay  child  support/alimony 
or  have  employee  business  ex- 
penses, that  these  amounts 
can  be  taken  into  consideration 
by  PHEAA  in  determining  the 
amount  of  your  State  grant? 

Yes,  these  things  do 
count,  but  students  are  respon- 
sible for  submitting  a  separate 
written  request  in  addition  to 
the  FAFSA  form.  The  com- 
plete information  can  be  found 
in  the  fine  print  on  page  1  of 
the  Applicant's  Rights,  Respon- 
sibilities, and  Other  Important 
Information  Sheet  that  comes 
with  your  original  PHEAA  de- 
termination. 

Be  patient;  it  takes 
PHEAA  a  few  weeks  to  proc- 
ess the  request.  However,  the 
time  it  takes  to  write  one  letter 
can  land  you  a  few  more  dol- 
lars in  financial  aid,  and  it  is 
well  worth  your  effort. 

Other  reasons  for  re- 
questing reconsideration  in- 
clude: reduction  in  family 
income,  a  change  in  the  num- 
ber of  family  members  enrolling 
in  higher  education,  incurring 
un-reimbursed  special  educa- 
tion costs  for  a  handicapped 
child,  and  un-reimbursed  family 
medical/dental  expenses  if  that 
amount  exceeds  5%  of  the  total 
family  income.

Course 

Dr.  McBride  is  offering  a 
new  Speech  Communication 
and  Theater  course  this  spring. 
It  is  SCT  225:  Communication 
and  Conflict.  It  was  offered  for 
the  first  time  at  Clarion  Campus 
this  fall  semester  and  is  so  new 
that  there  is  no  description  of  it 
in  the  2000-2002  student  cata- 
log. For  those  wondering  what 
it  involves,  here  is  the  course 
description  that  will  be  appear- 
ing in  the  2002-2004  student 
catalog: 

SCT  225  is  a  perform- 
ance course  designed  to  help 
students  understand,  practice, 
and  improve  their  communica- 
tion skills  when  dealing  with 
conflict.  Emphasis  is  placed  on 
developing  communication 
competencies  required  for  suc- 
cessful management  and  reso- 
lution of  conflict  when  dealing 
with  people  one-on-one,  in 
small  groups,  and  at  work.

Thanksgiving  Facts 
The  Pilgrims  did  have  a 
feast  in  1621 ,  after  their  first 
harvest,  and  it  is  this  feast 
which  people  often  refer  to  as 
"The  First  Thanksgiving". 

According  to  the  history 
channel,  there  were  no  forks  at 
the  first  Thanksgiving.  The 
now  famous  1621  event  had 
been  in  fact  entirely  forgotten 
until  the  1820s,  when  the  full 
text  of  Mourts  Relation  (1622) 
with  the  reference  to  the  feast 
was  rediscovered.

Greene  at  Clarion 

On  November  12,  Mike 
Greene,  a  recovering  alcoholic 
who  has  been  sober  for  23 
years,  shared  his  knowledge  of 
alcohol  abuse  with  the  students 
of  Clarion  University.  As  a  cur- 
rent football  coach  and  former 
fratemity  member,  "Greenie" 
drew  the  attention  of  the  ath- 
letic society  as  well  as  many  of 
the  Greeks. 

The  main  points  of  his 
speech  focused  not  on  alcohol- 
ism but  instead  on  a  term  that 
he  has  introduced  as  the  "one- 
nighter."  A  one-nighter  is  de- 
fined as  a  person  who  is  not  an 
alcoholic  but  does  have  an  al- 
cohol problem  for  one  night. 
Any  drinker  who  has  thrown  up, 
got  in  a  fight,  lost  privileges, 
etc.  as  a  result  of  one  night  of 
drinking  is  a  one-nighter.
